| LMOST before his clothes were dry from the wetting 
they got in his latest involuntary plunge into the water 
droite his speed boat, Gar Wood was busy with plans for 
| building a new craft and racing here for the Harmsworth 
trophy. The two Packard engines were recovered at a 
depth of sixty feet, through the use of a big electric magnet 
and the services of a diver. They are being reconditioned 
and a new hull to carry them is well under construction.

BOUND FOR ARGENTINA 


Montreal, Aug. 21.—Loaded with 
254 Dodge Brothers’ passenger au- 
tomobiles, valued at $300,000, the 
S. S. Tractor passed down through 
Montreal from Detroit for Buenos 
Aires, Argentina. This is the second 
consignment of motor cars loaded 
by this steamer in Detroit, as she 
passed through Montreal on May 30 
with 230 Studebaker Erskines for 
Barcelona and Bilbao, Spain. 

Whereas the word “Studebaker” 
was painted on the hull of the ves- 
sel on her first trip through Mon- 
treal, she now bears “Dodge Broth- 
ers’ Automobiles” painted on her 
hull in large letters. On leaving the 
St. Lawrence the Tractor will sail 
for the Cape Verde Islands to refuel, 
even though she is proceeding to 
South America.

T IS possible that Michigan may add importantly to her 
highway system by the construction of a bridge over the 
Straits of Mackinac. This would replace the ferry service 
now maintained by the state highway department—a service 
steadily growing more and more inadequate to transport 
tourists in automobiles.

Under instructions from Gov. Green, State Highway 
'Commissioner Rogers has gone to the Straits with a force 
| of engineers and will make report on the feasibility of 
‘bridging. It will be an enormous undertaking. At the 
point suggested, the span is about eight miles and construc- 
ition of any type of bridge is likely to run into important 
‘figures. The report of Commissioner Rogers will be sub- 
|mitted to the Legislature next January for action if the cost 
‘is found not to be prohibitive.

Chevrolet continues to dominate 
the field, its total for the period 
having been 13,617, as against 11,757 
in 1927, a gain of 15.8 per cent. 
Second place went to the Hudson- 
Essex combination with 5,087, while 
Oakland-Pontiac nosed Buick out 
of third place with 4,789. Buick, 
which had a gain for only one 


month over last year during the 
seven had 4,775 for fourth. 


Ford advanced to fifth place 
due to greatly increased registra- 
tions during June and July. The 
Ford total was 3,254, compared 
with 3,743 for 1927, a loss of 13 
per cent. Last month, Ford had 
1,004 registrations and in June 
650. 


In individual totals Pontiac was 
third to the Buick, having had 
3,701. Oakland registered 1,088. 
Essex had fourth best individual 
total with 3,602, a gain of 31.7 per 
cent. over 1927. Hudson had a 
total of 1,485. 

Registrations in July of 857, the 
largest ever scored for one month 
by. Nash in Cook county, boosted 
the seven-month total of this car to 
3,499. For the same period last year 
Nash had 3,395, a gain of 3 per cent. 

Graham-Paige had the largest 
percentage of gain with 351.7. The 
rise of this make from 90 registra- 
tions in January to 509 in July was 
one of the outstanding features of 
the period.

The drive is 
threugh a sliding coupling, which 
takes the place of the shifter gear.

These synchronizing drums «re 
actuated by means of a rocking 
yoke which is pivoted ‘n trunnions 
in the sides of the transmission 
case. The yoke is held in a neu- 

tral position by sprinzs, and in 
this position there is clearance 
between each cone and its drum. 
The movement of the yoke is ac- 
complished through a bevel-shaped 
cam machined on the hub of the 
high and intermediate shifter 
fork.

The cylinders, in which the 
plungers slide, are filled with oil, 
forming dash pots.

liant Duco in a pleasing variety 
of color combinations. 

Bodies are of composite wood and 
steel construction, with special 
braces and brackets employed wher- 
ever additional strength is needed. 
Heavy reinforcement is added to the 
dash, which results in great rigidity 
at this point. Special measures 
have been taken to prevent squeaks 
and rattles in any part of the body. 

Doors incorporate a special con- 
struction and windows have walnut 
garnished rails and are weather and 
rattle proof. Interior hardware is 
all finished in Butler silver, with re- 
mote door and window controls. 
The key lock of the right front door 
is operated by the same key which 
locks the ignition and transmis- 
sion. 

An important safety feature in 
all La Salle models is the use of 
Security plate glass in all wind- 
shields and windows. This glass 
is said to greatly minimize haz- 
zard from shattered glass in case 
of accident. It is 9-32 of an inch 
thick and ground and polished on 
the outer edges. A sun visor of 
opaque glass is mounted above the 
windshield. 

Front seats are adjustable in all 
models and may be moved back- 
ward or forward over a distance 
of five inches, or two and one- 
half inches forward from normal 
or one and one-half inches back- 
ward. In the five-passenger coupe 
the front seat is of the tilt table 
bucket type. 

All upholstery in the closed models 
is of plain mohair in subdued shades. 
Broadcloth upholstery is optional. 
Seats are deep and well padded, with 
soft springs, and side arm rests are 
built over special coil springs. 

The instrument board is neat and 
compact, with speedometer, oil 
gauge, clock, ammeter, heat indica- 
tor, fuel gauge, carburetor adjustment 
button, carburetor heat control lever, 
windshield wiper control, cigar 
lighter, manual spark control and 
coincidental ignition lock. The steer- 
ing wheel is 16 inches in diameter, 
with a thin grip and large hub on 
which are mounted the gasoline 
throttle and light control switch. 
The instrument board is fitted with 
a black panel on which the instru- 
ments are mounted, and a nickel 
molding surrounds the instruments, 
giving an added touch. 

Vanity cases, smoking sets, foot 
rests, robe rails and assist cords are 
standard equipment on all closed 
models. The adjustable rear view 
mirror is mounted above the wind- 
shield. The windshield wiper is of 
the tandem type, operated by elec- 
tricity and controlled by a separate 
switch on the instrument panel. 

The open models are low and 
racy, with one-piece folding type 
windshields. 
equipped with a tonneau cowl which 
lifts out of the way to provide easy 
entrance or exit. The roadster Is 
equipped with a rumble seat, located 
in the rear deck. A special grained 
hand-buffed leather is used in the 
upholstery of all open models. 

Equipment includes rear view mir- 
rors, top boot, electric windshield 
wipers, front bumpers and rear 
quarter bumpers. The convertible 
coupe is finished in leather and is 
also provided with a rumble seat, 
with a small door at the side for 
packages and luggage. 

The Fleetwood bodies offer even 
greater exclusiveness and boast even 
a greater degree of luxury in equip- 
ment and interior appointments. 
Two models are offered, one on the 
134-inch wheel base, which consists 
of the transformable town cabriolet, 
style 3751, and the other a trans- 
formable town cabriolet on the 125- 
inch wheel base, style 3051. 

In the Cadillac line there are 
eleven bodies, creations of the 
Fisher Body Company, and thir- 
teen tailored bodies by Fleet- 
wood. Fisher bodies are a de- 
parture from the conventional 
and lend a new freshness and 
beauty. Radiators in this line, 
too, are high, narrow and ex- 
pressive and are swung low in the 
frame. There is that healthy 
eagerness about the whole en- 
ensemble that is characteristic of a 
well trained athlete. There are 
dignity and poise. 

The slender’ vertical radiator 
shutters emphasize the depth of 
the radiator itself. Radiator shells 
are chromium plated and distinc- 
tive. The filler cap is built low on 
the shell and is broad and hand- 
some. Lamps are chromium plated, 
large and carried on lamp stand-

ards rising from the hood sills. The 
lenses are 12 inches in diameter 
with a wind split tapering to the 
apex. A chromium plated mono- 
gram rod _ between the head 
lamps greatly enhances the front 
end appearance. At the crown of 
each front is mounted a miniature 
replica of the head lights. These 
lights carry out the same windsplit 
features of the larger lamps and 
are used as parking lights. 

The power of the new Cadillac 
chassis is faithfully expressed in 
the low sweeping lines of the hood 
with its thirty narrow, high 
louvres. The proportion and bal- 
ance of the hoods and bodies are 
outstanding features of the de- 
sign. 

Horizontal molding of a unique 
pattern, great width and rounded 
section is carried along the sides 
of the car and offsets into the 
vertical panel of the upper body 
paneling at the belt lines. The 
cowl molding on the closed cars is 
a direct continuation of the hood 
molding and at the junction of 
the cowl and the front body pillar 
sweeps into a curve alongside the 
base of the windshield. From there 
it runs back into center hinge line 
of the hood, and thus forms a wind- 
split panel, adding a distinctive note 
to the cowl. 

By a careful handling of the wide, 
one-piece fenders they have been 
advantageously used to emphasize 
the low swung appearance of the 
car. The running boards are of 
rigid metal and covered with a rub- 
ber matting and trimmed with a 
round section chromium plated 
molding. 

Bumpers are strong and resilient, 
consisting of two bars of oval sec- 
tion. Two lights of unique design 
are used on the rear end. The tail 
light is mounted on the left fender 
and the stop-light on the right. 

Provision is made in the front 
of the right hand dust shield for 
ready access to the battery. The 
cover of the battery opening also 
serves as a kick pad, while an- 
other kick pad is provided below 
the opening of the rear door. A 
step light is placed between the 
two kick pads. In the left side 
dust shield is located a tool box, 
the cover of which also serves as 
a kick pad, while a fourth kick 
pad is provided under the open- 
ing of the rear door on this side. 
The gasoline tank filler projects 
vertically outside the frame side 
member and is readily accessible. 
The gasoline tank is covered with a 
corrugated covering which gives it a 
slat appearance. 

All Cadillac bodies are finished 
in brilliant Duco in attractive 
color combinations, which 
tastefully blended. 

The bodies themselves are of com- 
posite wood and metal construction, 

and particular pains have been taken

over special form-fitting type 
springs, padded with wool. Open 
models are upholstered in pliable 
leather. Below the window garnish 
molding and at the front of the 
back seat is a distinctive trim of 
broad lace. 

Interior hardware is finished in 
oxidized silver, with oval escutcheon 
plates inset with Catalin stone. 
Such hardware as operates the win- 
dow and door controls is finished in 
bright nickel. 

The instrument board is finished 
in black Duco, with a narrow nickel 
trim with instruments arranged con- 
veniently, though not conventionally. 
Such instruments include speedome- 
ter, clock, oil gauge, gasoline gauge, 
ammeter, carburetor controls, wind- 
Shield wiper button, cigar lighter, 
spark throttle and choke. 

The steering wheel is of reinforced 
hard rubber with a thin grip and a 
large hub, with the gasoline throttle 
and light controls mounted at the 
center. 

A notable feature of the driving 
compartment which should have 
particular appeal to the woman 
drivers is the adjustable front 
seat which may be moved back- 
ward 1% inches from normal or 
forward 2%% inches from normal. 
In the five passenger coupe the 
adjustment handle is located at 
the right hand side of the driver 
seat since the right seat is of the 
tip-up type. In all other models 
the adjustment handle is located 
under the front of the seat. The 
Imperial models, which have the 
glass partitions between the front 
and rear compartments, of course 
do not have adjustable seats. 

In the open models the driving 
seat only is adjustable and is oper- 
ated by a lever at the top of the 
seat back. Folding arm rests are 
used in the center of the seat on all 
cars. Ample pockets are provided in 
the doors, and the floors are covered 
with carpets. All closed models 
have light controls by automatic 
switches operated by the doors. 

Equipment includes vanity and 
smoking sets, arm rests, assist cords, 
ash receptacles, foot rests, robe rails, 
electric windshield wipers, rear view 
mirrors and cigar lighters. 

The open models are more dash- 
ing than the closed, with lower 
lines and with stripping and mold- 
ing used advantageously to create 
the impression of raciness, power 
and speed. 

Moldings have been used advan- 
tageously to create the impression 
of raciness.

bor facilities available at the plant 
site determined the quadrupling of 
the plant’s size.

Another factor, it was declared, 
was the company’s determination to 
make the plant the assembling and 
distributing point for the Pacific 
coast and the Orient. 

Ford officials plan to manufac- 
ture engines and parts for Fordson 
tractors at the Long Beach plant, 
according to Detroit advices. It is 
also planned to equip the plant for 
the manufacture of parts for the 
Model A Ford. 

That the Ford plant is but the 
forerunner of other automotive 
plants, is the belief of George L. 
Buck, assistant city manager. He 
looks to the establishment of many 
allied industries near the Ford 
location. 

The payroll of the plant will be 
about $800,000 a month, according 
to C. S. Williams, manager of the 
Los Angeles branch of the Ford 
Motor Company. The present as- 
sembly plant, which has a payroll 
of about $30,000 a month, will be 
abandoned, it is understood, upon 
completion of the local plant. 

The Ford Motor Company bought 
the plant site in June, 1926, and 
since then the city and the Ford 
company have spent a total of $284,- 
000 in dredging and widening of 
waterways serving the site. At the 
time of the purchase of the forty- 
acre tract work was to have been 
pushed through on _ construction, 
but changes from Model T to Model 
A held building in abeyance.

LBANY, N. Y., Aug. 21.—Ship- 
ments of the new models 
from the plant of the Ford Motor 

Company, Green Island, have been 
unusually heavy during the past 
few weeks, prior to winding up the 

affairs of the sales and service 
department, which has been re- 
moved to Boston, Buffalo and New 

York. Production in the various 
units is now being gradually speed- 
ed up and additional workers will 
be added from time to time, ac- 
cording to officials. 

Since the introduction of the new 
Ford models business at the plant 
has increased rapidly, with the re- 
cent report of the sales department 
showing that 83,000 Model A cars 
had been disposed of so far this 
year, in contrast to 11,000 last year. 
Orders for 7,000 new models are now 
on the company’s books at Green 
Island, while sales of Lincoln cars 
have also been doubled over last 
year’s mark at this time. 

With the plant now running on 
day and night schedules, a force of 
approximately 1,000 hands is being 
employed steadily in turning out 
various repair parts and shop 
equipment for both old and new 
models. Batteries, springs and ra<- 
diators for the new models con- 
stitute the bulk of production with 
the demand from the several 
assembly planis necessitating steady 
operations. It was said at the plant 
that sales of shop equipment and 
repair parts for both the new models 
and model T were far in excess of 
last year’s mark when the sole pro- 
duction was confined to equipment 
for the old models. 

Transfer of additional workers 
to the battery department has 
been effected and the new 
machinery recently installed en- 
ables an output of several hundred 
batteries daily.
